SOFIA, Aug. 16 (UP)—Nikola 
Petkov, Bulgarian opposition 
leader, was sentenced to death to- 


day on conviction of charges of 
plotting against the Government. 

Presiding Justice Naiden Rai- 
chev of the Sofia district court 
pronounced the sentence “in the 
name of the National Republic 
of Bulgaria.” 

Petkov was sentenced “for ef- 
forts to form a military conspira- 
cy with the object of overthrow- 
ing the Fatherland Front govern- 
ment.” He also was found guilty 
on four minor counts and given 
prison sentences aggregating 45 
years, fined 500,000 leva and de- 
prived of citizenship. 

The court announced the sen- 
tences could be appealed within 
two weeks. Four co-defendants 
who pleaded guilty were also sen- 
tenced. 

Col. Marko Ivanov, alleged con- 
tact between Petkov and the 
military conspirators, got 15 years 
in prison plus 20 years’ depriva- 
tion of rights. Col. Boris Gergov 
and Maj. Athanas Athanassov, al- 
leged conspirators in the Army, 
got 10 years in prison and 15 
years’ deprivation of rights. Dimi- 
ter Ivanov, Agrarian union offi- 
cial who allegedly directed sabo- 
tage at Petkov’s orders, was sen- 
tenced to five years plus eight 
years’ loss of rights,

Truman Says Ambas- 
sador Will Consult 
With Other Leaders on 
European Problems. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AB)— 
Myron C. Taylor was on his way 


back to Rome today to renew 
his discussion of world conditions 
with Pope Pius XII as ambassador 
and personal representative of 
President Truman, 

A White House announcement 
late yesterday said Taylor and the 
Pope will confer “on problems 
relative to the establishment of 
peace under a moral world order 
and to the alleviation of the hu- 
man suffering still continuing in 
many parts of the world.” 

The announcement added that 
Taylor was asked to “hold con- 
versations with other leaders on 
similar problems while he is in 
Europe” 

Taylor, who first went to Rome 
for President Roosevelt in 1940, 
made similar missions to the Pope 
for President Truman in May and 
November 1946. 

A few months ago a delegation 
of Protestant clergyman went to 
the White House to protest 
against the Taylor assignment on 
the ground it virtually gives diplo- 
matic recognition to the Vatican. 
Truman has said, however, that 
Taylor will be asked to carry 
on until peace is established 

The text of the President's 
statement: 

“At my request, the Hon. Myron 
C. Taylor is proceeding to Rome 
as my personal representative for 
further exchanges of views with 
His Holiness Pope Pius I, on 
problems relative to the establish- 
ment of peace under a moral 
world order and to the alleviation 
of the human suffering still con- 
tinuing in many parts of the 
world. Mr. Taylor has also been

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
—The United States today gave 
Indonesian republican leaders a 
last chance to accept this nation’s 

offer te mediate in the strife 
between Indonesia and The Neth- 
erlands. 

The State Department made 
public a note setting forth this 


country’s stand which it said has 
been presented to Vice Premier 
A. K. Gani by Walter A. Foote, 
American consul general at Bata- 
via. 
The note said that the Dutch 
already have indicated willingness 
to arrange direct negotiation for 
a settlement as proposed by the 
United States. The note added: 
“If the Indonesian authorities 
are willing to accept, as the 
Netherlands Government has done, 
the good offices of the United 
States about direct negotiation, 
the United States will be glad to 
pursue the matter further.” 
The note said, however, that if 
the Indonesians “insist on specify- 
ing a particuiar method of set- 
* thement as they have heretofore 
done, without taking into account 
whether it would be acceptable 
to the other party, our offer of 
good offices necessarily lapses.” 
The United States informed the 
Indonesians that it then would 
have no alternative “other than 
to inform the Netherlands Govern- 
ment and the United Nations Se- 
curity Council that the Indone- 
sian authorities have not accepted 
our offer.” 
Aug. 6. 


First Made 

The United States offer was 
first broadcast to Indonesia on 
2 and 7. On Aug. 7, the 
Indonesians replied by radio that 
they would accept, but at the 
same ‘time requested the United 
States Government to use its in- 
fluence with the Dutch and the 
Security Council in favor of its 
own pro that an interna- 
tional arbitration commission be 
dispatched without delay to In- 
donesia. 

In a statement making public 
the contents of the new note, the 
State ogee said that it ap- 
peared the Indonesian# had mis- 
understood the nature of. the 
American offer and Foote then 
was instructed on Aug. 8 to re- 
peat the offer.

INDONESIA’S CEASE-FIRE 
ORDER IS CALLED MOCKERY 


More Men Are Dying Now Than When War 
Was Officially On, Says 
rrespondent.

last month than during any 
month in the last 22 years, The 
department said 80,000 new per- 
manent dwellings were started in 
July, an increase of nearly 3000 
over June and 18,000 over the cor- 
responding month last year, 
„Ewan Clague, commissioner of 
the department's bureau of labor 
statistics, said it was “most un- 
usual” for a new record to be set 
so late in the year. He said the 
peak months for beginning new 
homes traditionally have been 
April and May. 

Possible Reasons. 

Clague said he couldn’t put his 
finger on any one reason for the 
summer boom. But he said there 
were these possibilities: , 

1. The great demand for resi- 
dential housing. Many families 
need homes so urgently they are 
willing to start them “out of sea- 
son” in an attempt to get them 
finished quickly. 

2, The feeling on the part of 
contractors and builders that they 
can now get materials to finish 
the houses they start. 

8. Builders’ confidence that the 
present good market will continue. 

It is virtually certain, Clague 
said, that the cost of building 
materials ia not going to come 
down for some time, 

„There has been a lot of talk 
about the housing market slowing 
down,” Clague continued, “I think 
it has, but only on the shoddy 
values offered by greedy people 
at fantastic prices. There has 
been no slackening in the demand 
for good housing values and none 
is immediately in sight.” 

Sign of Stability. 

Meanwhile, the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards said 
housing market conditions showed 
signs of reaching stability in‘ July. 
The association said the genera) 
tendency indicated that both sales 
volume and prices soon would 
level off on a high plane.

counsel. * 

Congress adjourned without 
Senate confirmation of the nomi- 
nees. 


‘Blocked by Taft and Ball,’

CHICAGO, Aug. 16 (AP) 
OBERT N. DENHAM, re-

At Cairo, a statement author 
ized by the exiled Arab Mufti of 
Jerusalem, Haj Amin El Husseini, 
accused the Zionists of 
starting the Arab-Jewish in 
Palestine The statement was a 
reply to Hagans, the Jewish un- 
derground defense organization in 
Palestine, which had said “the 
Mufti’s timetable for the out- 
break of Arab terror is nearing 
D-day.”

State’s Attorney J. Max Mitchell, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

A grand jury investigation of 
the disposal of the properties has 
been asked by Mitchell, who esti- 
mated that taxpayers and school 
districts in the county suffered a 
loss of more than $500,000 in the 
transactions. 

The action of the Board of Su- 
pervisors was taken at a meeting 
July 15, about two years after Dye 
nad of most of the prop- 
erties and at a time when Mitch- 


ell, legal counsel for the board un- 


der Illinois law, was away from 
the county. He was undergoing 
tests at the Mayo Clinic, Roches- 
ter, inn. 

At the July meeting, the board 
adopted a resolution “ratifying 
and confirming” Dye's actions in 
purchasing the  tax-delinquent 
properties, as agent for the coun- 
ty, at sales conducted by the 
county treasurer and ex-officio 
collector in October 1944, and add- 
ing: “We hereby ratify and con- 
firm all. his acts and doings in 
connection with his sale, assign- 
ment and delivery of certificates 
of purchase to each and every 
one of the purchasers thereof.” 

Mitchell said today that, had he 
been in town at the time of the 
meeting, he would have advised 

- against adoption of such a resolu- 
tion. 

“They were trying to make legal 
that which was not legal and jus- 
tify the wrongful acts of one of 
their members,” Mitchell said. 

At the same meeting,.the board 
adopted ‘two resolutions approv- 
ing the sale by Dye, in October 
1945, of 28 parsels of property, 
comprising several hundred acres 
of land, to Walter W. Williams, 
an attorney, with offices in Ben- 
ton. The properties were disposed 
of in two separate sales which, 
apparently, had not been ratified 
previously by the board. 

Stilt another resolution adopted 
at the meeting, pointing out that 
the county is owner of tax cer- 
tificates for more than 7000 acres 
of land and mineral rights for- 
merly assessed in the name of the 
Franklin County Mining Co., a 
defunct corporation, empowered 
the present chairman of the board, 
J. Palmer Rea, to “retain a com- 
petent lawyer” to file suit to ac- 
quire clear title to the property, 
in the event Mitchell did not in- 
stitute action before July 31. 

Mitchell said he has not insti- 
tuted such action and added that 
he has warned Rea, who succeed- 
ed Dye as board chairman this 
year, that he would file charges 
of usurpation of office, a misde- 
meanor, against any lawyer ap- 
pointed by the board, who might 
file such a suit. 

Previous investigation of the 
handling of the delinquent tax 
properties disclosed that Dye, while 
chairman of the board, was ap- 
pointed special agent to represent 
the interests of the county in the 
sale of properties under the IIli- 
nois Ten Year Delinquent Tax Sale 
Act. As agent, he bought in-6385 
parcels of property on bids total- 
ing $1,857,609 and sold them to 
individuals, mostly speculators, for 
a total of 364,494. 

Earlier this year, Dye told the 
Post-Dispatch that all the board 
wanted to accomplish was to get 
the properties back on the tax 
books on a current basis, adding: 


“I could have given it away and| - 


accomplished the same thing.” 
Also at the July meeting the 
board adopted a resolution ap- 
pointing Rea to act as special 
agent to represent the county in 
the handling of any additional de- 
linquent tax property sales. He 


was given full authority—even as. 


was Dye—“to sell for cash in 
hand” any certificates of purchase 
on delinquent tax properties al-

The injured men, who were 
working near that entry, were 
Mike Stinkiewcz and W. A. Blair, 
track layers. Both went home 
after treatment for cuts and 
bruises, suffered when they were 
knocked down and thrown 30 to 
40 feet by the force of the blast. 

Federal Mine Inspector H. C. 
Brumbaugh reported on July 23 
that he had detected methane at 
a number of working places in 
the mine and that these places 
had not been marked as danger- 
ous, “which indicates that fre- 
quent examinations for methane 
were not being made at the work- 
ing faces.” 

Where electrically-driven equip- 
ment is used, frequent inspections 
for gas shoujd be made, he 
recommended. 


State Mine Inspector James R. 
Wilson, in a report July 5, recom- 
mended cleaning of haulage ways 
and substitution of lumber for 
cloth to close off certain passage- 
ways. 

General Superintendent John 
Rodenbush said the recommenda- 
tions of both inspectors were 
adopted immediately: He pointed 
out the explosion took place about 
three-quarters of a mile from the 
places were Inspector Brumbaugh 
detected gas.

PEDESTRIANS 
BEING PREPARED 


‘Walk’ Lights Also Con- 
sidered by Committee 
Named by St. Louis 
Safety Council. 


A pedestrian control bill is be- 
ing prepared by the city traffic 


division at the request of a safety 
committee named by the St. Louis 
Safety Council, Arthur C. Meyers, 
director of streets and sewers, an- 
nounced today, 

The committee plans to conduct 
a vigorous safety campaign in the 
fall, Meyers, a member of the 
group, said. Others on the com- 
mittee are: Louis Antoine, chair- 
man; Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O'Connell, W. A. Pickerel, J. L. 
Stevenson, treasurer of the St. 
Louis Safety Council, and Louis J. 
Hoffmann, business manager of 
the Star-Times. : 

Pedestrian “walk” lights also 
are being considered by the safety 
committee, Meyers said, “but it 
was decided a good pedestrian con- 
trol ordinance should be passed to 
make enforcement effective.” 

Meyers said there was a differ- 
ence of opinion among traffic ex- 
perts on the advisability of install- 
ing walk lights for pedestrians, 
“A large number of traffic engi- 
neers are of the opinion that if a 
pedestrian walk light is installed, 
it should be the type that halts all 
vehicular traffic while the pedes- 
trian is crossing,” he said, 

Regarding one-direction traffic 
lights, Meyers said most com- 
ments received by the traffic di- 
vision on those lights were. “fa- 
vorable.” He continued: “No 
doubt an intersection with a traf- 
fic-signal which operates without 
left turns is most desirable. How- 
ever, in some cases, such as at 
Twelfth and Delmar, this type of 
control is not possible, due to the 
fact that routing of busses over 
Twelfth and on Delmar requires 
a left-turn movement.” . 

Elimination of some left turns 
at Twelfth and Delmar and at 
Chippewa and Hampton is under 
study, Meyers said. 

He pointed out the city once 
tried a pedestrian control ordi- 
nance for da 30-day period but 
dropped it because of criticism.

ND DUST CONTROL 
MEASURE TO BE INTRODUCED 


Albanese and Guetschow Plan to Present Bill 
Sept. 19 No Need for Survey, 
Says Acting Mayor: 


A bill to control pollution of the 
air caused by the discharge of fly 
ash or dust from manufacturing 
industries will be introduced into 
the Board of Aldermen when it 
reconvenes on Sept. 19, it was 
announced today by President of 
the Board Charles E. Albanese 
and Alderman Carl W. Guetschow 
of the Twenty-third Ward. 

Albanese, who is Acting Mayor 
in the absence of Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann, said that he saw no 
need for a research into the prob- 
lem, as advocated by Smoke Com- 
missioner James H, Carter. 

“We've been watching the prob- 
lem of fly ash and dust for sev- 
eral years and have a good idea 
where it’s coming from,” Abanese 
said. “I don't think a survey is 
necessary and will be against a 
requested appropriation for that 
purpose unless more need ig 
shown.” ; 

Albanese said that most of the 
fly ash and dust in St. Louis was 
caused by 10 or 15 large indus- 
tries. He declined to state which 
these were, but Guetschow said 
that clay products manufacturers 
were responsible for large 
amounts of clay dust in the air 
in his ward, 

Carter’s Recommendation. 

Stating that no workable ordi- 
nance could be written until it 
was determined what caused the 
dust nuisance in St. Louis, Carter 
recommended last October that 
the city hire a staff of research 
engineers to study the problem 
for a year. He estimated this 
would cost about $15,000, : 

Carter said that the dust prob- 
lem, caused chiefly by manufac- 
turing processes, required study 
“because so little is known about 
it.“ He urged that St. Louis 
take the lead in attempting to 
control air pollution but felt the 
study was necessary to writing an 
effective control measure. 

“When the city sought to elimi- 
nate smoke, it was known that 
high volatile fuels could be burned 


devices and that other fuels were 
relatively smokeless,” he said. 
“Consequently, the city was able 
to enact a workable ordinance by 
setting up requirements on fuels 
and firing methods. Very little 
is known about air pollution con- 
trol.” 

Carter said that all plants con- 
structed in St. Louis since the 
enactment of the smoke ordinance 
were operating in conformity with 
the fly ash control provisjons of 
the ordinance. All except two of 
those built previous to the ordi- 
nance are also complying, he 
said. These two are now install- 
ing the necessary equipment, de- 
livery of which was delayed dur- 
ing the war, he stated. 


Fly Ash Not Only Offender. 

He said little of the dust prob- 
lem was really a fly ash problem. 
Studies made last year by the 
Division of Smioke Control showed 
many Other materials in the so- 
called fly ash, he said. These in- 
cluded small particles of glass, 
silica, wool, cinders and chem- 
icals. Fly ash, at the point of 
greatest concentration, was only 
18 per cent of the material, he 
said, 

He estimated much of the fly 
ash now found in St. Louis would 
disappear with the completion of 
installations at the Chevrolet 
plant of General Motors Corp. and 
the Ashley street and Cahokia 
plants of Union Electric Co. 

One of the six large stacks of 
the Cahokia plant was equipped 
with an electric precipitator be- 
fore the war, but installation was 
delayed on the others. A precipl- 
tator is now being installed in a 
second stack. Equipment is on 
order for the remaining stacks. 
Installation of all is expected to 
require several years. i 

Even with the disappearance of 
fly ash, however, manufacturing 
dusts will continue to cause com- 
plaints unless some effective con- 
trol measure can be found, he

Mr. Young’s Charges 


Robert R. Young, through his Chesapeake 
& Ohio Railway, has given the railroad industry 
another sound hiding that was coming to it. 
He has denounced the featherbedding practice 
of slowing down freight schedules. Under 
this practice, railroads which ought to be com- 
petitors agree not to compete in speed. f 

Mr. Young’s accusation is admitted by the 
President of the Association of American Rail- 
roads, William T. Faricy, in about as weak a 
defense of the practice as could be thought 
up. Mr. Faricy denies that the freight car 
shortage would be relieved if competition in 
speed were resumed, and declares it would be 
aggravated. The reason, he says, is that the 
lower railroads would have to cut down on 

length of their trains in order to run faster. 

Mr, Faricy’s defense of the ce ignores the 
whole reason for Mr. Young's attack, which is 
that the United States is suffering from an 
acute shortage of box cars. There is plenty to 
be hauled by all lines, fast and slow alike. 

Unless the railroads do their best, millions 
of bushels of wheat and corn may rot in the 
fields. If they do, there will be less to eat and 
it will be higher-priced. An already hungry 
world will be still ‘hungrier. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is unthinkable that certain rail- 
roads should be agreed ‘among themselves that 
they will not do their best—that the fastest will

The Post-Dispatch’s blasts on rail 
safety cause me to take issue. What I 
am objecting to is the strong writing, 
painting everything either all white or 
all black. This adds up to the implica: 
tion that if American railroads, and spe- 
cifically the Missouri Pacific, would in- 
stall radio communication and auto- 
matic train control, accidents would 
stop the next day. It just isn’t, 80. 

The fact is that there isn’t any way 
to make railroad operation foolproof be- 
cause of the human element. There 
was nothing wrong with the signal sys- 
tem either at Jacksonville, Ark., or at 
Litchfield, Ill. In both cases the crews, 
on the basis of known facts, stand in- 
dicted for flagrant violation of the rail- 
roads’ own safety rules. Railroad offi- 
cials privately have expressed the opin- 
fon that the engineer in the Jackson- 
ville wreck failed to reduce his speed 
‘for a yellow block because he figured 
the next one would either be clear or 
caution—just as it had been on other 
mornings under similar circumstances. 
It wasn't, and he smashed. At Litch- 
field the engineer apparently missed his 
“permissive” indicator. A derail that 
should have protected the crossing 
didn’t protect it. But if it had, the re- 
sults of a train hurtling off the track 
at that speed probably would have been 
worse. 

Suppose that two-way radio had been 
in operation on the division of which 
Jacksonville is a part. It is hardly more 
likely that an engineer who would wan- 
tonly disregard the safety of his pas- 
sengers by failing to obey the warning 
of a yellow signal would react quickly 
to a radio warning. Nor is radio me- 
chanically foolproof. It might fail when 
needed most. Then what? 


As for automatic train control, the 
record shows that the Missouri Pacific 


is too loose-mouthed and careless to carry the 
dignity of a Senate investigating committee. 
Like some’ political Walter Winchell, he told re- 
porters that Trans World Airline hostesses were 
‘afraid to ride with Hughes, Hughes forced him 
to make a publie retraction.

With the Santa Fe and the 
Southern Pacific as leaders, the association 
made a rule that freight from St. Louis or 
Chicago could not be delivered on the West 
Coast in less than six days and coast-to-coast 
shipments in not less than 10 days. Smaller 
railroads were intimidated into compliance by 
the threat that freight would be withheld from 
them, The Anti-Trust Division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice called it a conspiracy. 

Evidently the arrangement, with some changes 
in time, continues in effect, for Mr. Young says 
that although the routes of the various rail- 
roads vary as much as 450 miles and go over 
different terrain, eight lines take exactly 118 
hours and 30 minutes from California to Chi- 
cago and take 130 hours westbound. 

At any time, this agreement not to compete 
would be highly questionable—deliberate sabo- 
tage of technical progress, soldiering on the 
job, a fraud on the competitive system.

Senator McCarran’s discourse on his chosen 
instrument aviation bill has style and enthusi- 
asm. All it lacks is a full regard for the facts. 

The first thing the Nevada Senator Bays 
about this bill to merge all our ‘overseas air- 
lines is that to call this plan a monopoly is a 
misuse of the word.” Now the dictionary de- 
fines. a monopoly as “exclusive possession of 
the exercise of some business.” That fits the 
Senator’s purpose exactly, if the definition 
still holds good. 

Next the Senator says “management of the 
line would be unimportant, as it would be spon- 
sored by the Government.“ What the bill would 
do, by devious methods, is to give Pan American 
Airways stockholders virtual control. Presum- 
ably they would do the managing while the Gov- 
ernment helped to pay the bills, if that is unim- 
portant. 

The Senator further states that “Britain al- 
ready has set up such a plan and is grabbing the 
bulk of world commerce as a result.” Actually 
Britain once did have a monopoly airline, but 
after the war felt obliged to establish three to 
try to keep up with American competition. Our 
lines captured 86 per cent of the trans-Atlantic 
trade last year, and what Britain “grabbed” was 
the left-overs. 

Still Senator McCarran, on his past record, 
can be depended on for new efforts to set up 
a monopoly, favor Pan American and destroy a 
competitive system that has made our aviation 
first in the world. He’s had little luck so far, 
but on — at least, he rates grade A. 
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Despite our current “baby boom” the 
time may come when the United States 
will have fewer people than it has today. 
We would then become a push-over for a 
Russian-dominated Europe and an indus- 
trialized Asia with 20 to 30 times our popu- 
lation, If that happens, we would have 
our present “love of luxury and ease” to 
blame. 


That's the opinion of O. K. Baker, geog- 
raphy professor at the University of Mary- 
land. He is taking a long-range view—the 
next 100 years. 


Everyone reading this is likely to be ab- 
sent from this earth 100 years from now. 
But unless Americans give serious thought 
to our standards and customs today, our 
culture may go the way of other wealthy, 
proud peoples such as the Egyptians and 
the Romans. Our great-grandchildren, bar- 
ring an atomic war in the meantime, would 
be overwhelmed by sheer force of numbers, 


Other population experts may disagree 
with Prof. Baker’s conclusions. He pre- 
supposes that Europe’s population would 
increase while ours declined, Frank W. 
Notestein, director of population research 
at Princeton University, says Northwest- 
ern and Central Europe face a declining 
population within a few years. 


All Food for Thought 


We'll let the experts argue about that. 
The fact is most of them agree America’s 


‘population will “level off“ if it doesn't 


actually decline within the next generation. 
And Russia’s and Asia’s will go up. 

So, asks Prof, Baker: “Can 100,000,000 
people (Americans) living in relative lux- 
ury and with abnormally high proportion 
of aged persons, keep out one to two billion 
people in the Orient possessing an indus- 
trial power many times greater than at 
present?” 


He answers himself in this way: “A 
people who do not care to have children 
will ‘gradually cease to exist and other 
peoples with greater love of life and chil- 
dren, with more thought to the future and 
greater sense of responsibility, cannot be 
blamed if they press into a partial 
vacuum.“ 

It's all food for thought.

Nations need to solve the elemental prob- 
lems of housing, conservation, transporta- 
tion, education, etc., rather than encourage 
race suicide, 


Getting closer to home, although the 
small family “ideal” began and is mostly 
practiced by upper income families, Mau- 
rice B. Hexter, author of “Social Conse- 
quences of Business Cycles,” found that a 
worsening of business conditions depresses 
the birth rate and an improvement in- 
creases it.

Slaves for Saxony | Those Términal Leave Bonds 

Secret orders have been issued by the Rus- 
sians to draft 20,000 more Germans by Aug. 31 
for the uranium mines of Saxony. So says Die 
Neue Zeitung. Since Die Neue Zeitung is not 
a German newspaper, but an official American 
journal published in the German language, the 
authority for this information is in effect the 
United States Government. In short, an agency 
of Washington in the American zone of occupa- 
tion says that the Russians are going in for 
forced labor on a mass scale. The Russians 
have two choices in this matter. One is to 
deny the information and to invite correspond- 
ents and others to see for themselves.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., Aug. 16 


{AP)—The United States offered 


today to join with other major 
powers in giving up some short- 
wave broadcasting bands to small- 
er nations. William Benton, As- 
sistant Secretary of State for Pub- 
lic Affairs, made the proposal be- 
fore the international] high fre- 
quency broadcasting conference 
attended by delegates from more 
than 60 nations. 

Benton urged all countries to 
refrain from using the airways 
for “spreading lies and distortion 
and for engagingin international 
slander.”

U.S.-OWNED SHIPS’ OPERATORS 
WILL NEED NEW CHARTERS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
The Maritime Commission last 
night notified the operators of 
about 1400 Government-owned 
vessels that their charters were 
being canceled as of Sept. 1, but 
said they will be given the op- 
portunity of chartering the same 
ships under new agreements. 

The action applies to all Gov- 
ernment-owned ships, but the 
commission provided for exemp- 
tion of those operating solely in 
domestic (coastal or inter-coastal) 
trade. Operators of ships in do- 
mestic trade must notify the com- 
mission within seven days as to 
which vessels are so engaged. 

Terms of present charters have 
been in effect nearly a year. The 
agreements provide that either 
the commission or the operators 
may cancel them on 15-day notice. 
The commission said “new terms 
and conditions” for chartering 
Government-owned vessels will be 
announced within a few days. The 
notice to the operators gave no 
reason for the commission's ac- 
tion. Likewise there was no indi- 
cation as to the new terms to be 
offered. 


EVIDENCE THAT ADM. KING 
~ SUFFERED MILD STROKE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
The Navy said today that Fleet 
Adm. Ernest J. King, who was 
stricken ill yesterday, shows 
“slight evidence of a mild stroke 
without paralysis.” 

A Navy official said the condi- 
tion of King, former chief of naval 
operations, who is 68 years old, is 
“definitely not critical.” He is in 
the naval hospital at Bethesda, Md. 

A department bulletin said: “Ad- 
miral King had a restless night. 
There is no appreciable change in 
his general condition.” 

The\ Navy said yesterday that 
King was taken to the hospital for 
rest and observation for “vascular 
(blood vessel) involvement.”

Arguello’s supporters charged 
the coup was engineered by for- 
mer President Anastasio Somoza, 
Nicaraguan “strong man,” because 
Arguello, although chosen to suc- 
ceed Somoza and with Somoza’s 
blessing, had indicated he intended 
to act independently. 

As a result of the coup, the La- 
cayo Sacasa provisional govern- 
ment was not recognized by other 
American nations and Nicaragua 
was not invited to attend the in- 
ter-American defense conference 
which opened yesterday in Brazil. 
It was indicated, however, that 
Nicaragua might be asked to the 
conference if an election were held 
and a new government named 
which could be recognized,

BALTIMORE, Aug. 16 (AP)—A 
nation-wide shipping strike prob- 
ably will be called in “the next 
couple of days,” a spokesman for 
an AFL maritime union told a 
rally of 4000 striking CIO shipyard 
workers last night.

Delegates left for later a deci- 
sion on the length of the confer- 
ence when they voted down a pro- 
posal of Cuban delegate Guiller- 
mo Belt to make Aug. 29 or 30 
the tentative closing day. 


Three Committees Selected. 


Three committees were chosen 
to constitute a working staff for 
the conference: 

1. To draft the preamble of the 
defense treaty “and articles of 
other disposition,” which will in- 
clude conciliation and arbitration 
principles. 


2. To act on threats and acts of 
aggression, 

3. To work on the process and 
organization for execution of 
treaty measures, including voting 
procedure, 

A.fourth committee will handle 
credentials. A fifth committee 
will co-ordinate the language of 
the draft proposals for the final 
treaty, which will be in four offi- 
cial languages. 

The conference adopted pro- 
posals—offered by Peru and Ar- 
gentina, respectively—to pay hom- 
age to the late President Roose- 
velt and the late President Tomas 
Berreta of Uruguay. Argentine 
Foreign Minister Bramuglia said 
both men “symbolized American 
political thinking, in the north 
and in the south, both worked for 
spiritual unity of the Americas 
and for democracy.

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MARSHALL ISSUES PLEA 
OVER FOOD SHORTAGE 


Declares Hunger Strengthens 
Hand of Those Opposed 
to Democracy. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Marshall says 
lack of food is slowing down world 
reconstruction and “strengthen- 
ing the hands of those opposed to 
the democracy of. free govern- 
ments.” 

“Every humane, economic and 
world political interest of the 
United States indicates that we 
should do what is within our 
power to assist in overcoming this 
evil state of affairs,” he said in a 
radio broadcast recorded for NBC 
before he left for Rio de Janeiro. 

Appealing for added efforts to 
mect the “urgent demands” of the 
hungry, Marshall called for in- 
creased production by American 
farmers and exertion of “every 
energy” by manufacturers and dis- 
tributors to move the foodstuffs to 
the ports. e 

“Let us as Americans,” he said, 
“be truly grateful to a bountiful 


providence which has blessed us 


with plenty for ourselves and 
given us the means of helping 
others. Let us never forget that 
all over the world today millions 
of our fellow men will be praying 
with desperate appeal, ‘give us 
this day our daily bread.’ ” 

Marshall said Americans “want 
a prosperous world. We know 
that the sooner the countries of 
Europe and Asia can get back on 
their feet, the sooner the need for 
special relief from the United 
States will cease. We must realize 
that the United Nations cannot 
hope to retain even the present 
level of prosperity in a degenerate 
world.” , 

“Americans,” he said, “want a 
free world. We know that hunger 
and insecurity are the worst ene- 
mies of freedom and democracy. 
Some cf us do not yet realize that 
democracy is the most demanding 
of all forms of government in 
terms of the energy, imagination 
and public spirit required of the 
individual,’ 

And he sald that “Americans 
want a peaceful world. We know 
the terrible human and economic 
cost of past wars. We know that 
any future war may mean the end 
of all we value. Wars are bred by 
poverty and oppression. Con- 
tinued peace is possible only in a 
relatively free and prosperous 
world.” 


U. A. B. ANNOUNCES INQUIRY 
INTO AIRLINE FREIGHT RATES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board yes- 
terday announced a general in- 
vestigation into the freight rates 
of the nation’s principal airlines, 


to determine whether current 
charges are equitable. 

The action was taken on the 
petition of Air Dispatch, Inc., Air 
Freight Forwarders Association 
and the Detroit Board of Com- 
merce, W asked that the 
rates, jointly revised Aug. 1, be 
suspended pending investigation. 
These petitioners complained that 
the new rates, generally represent- 
ing reductions of 25 per cent 
from previous schedules, were 
“contrary to rate-making prac- 
tices” through failure to provide 
volume rates, and that this ad- 
versely affected freight-forward- 
ing operations, : 

The CAB held that suspension 
was not warranted, but directed 
an inquiry and announced that a 
hearing date would be set. The 
board said it would also inquire 
into whether the new schedules 
involve “any agreement or agree- 
ments required to be filed with 
the board.”

“prove to the outside world its un- 
willingness to be identified with 
those now in power.” 5 

Nagy requested and was 
granted permission to beam his 
remarks to Hungary over the 
State Department’s radio “Voice 
of America.” 

Charges by Nagy. 

Nagy said there is a “political 
dimout now enveloping Hungary,” 
that freedoms have been sup- 
pressed, the democratic Parlia- 
ment dissolved, and workers 
“rendered defenseless against 
Communist slavery.” 

He broadcast to “my dear Hun- 
garian brothers” assurances that 
he has established ties with 
“leaders of other forcibly dis- 
solved Peasant parties of south- 
eastern Europe” with the hope of 
building a “new and real de- 
mocracy.” 

“I sincerely hope,” he said, 
“that all Hungarian patriots will 
agree with me and will become 
cognizant of the fact that only 
such concrete action can cope 
effectively with international 
Communism, and that our recent 
coalition may be called upon by 
fate to serve as the common 
denominator in the equitable solu- 
tion of all our problems in south- 
eastern Europe.” e 

Nagy did not go so far as to 
suggest any possibility of an 
eventual uprising against Russian 
domination. 


Asks if it’s Too Late. 

He did remark, however, that 
Hungary had-become a “satellite” 
before it could even regain com- 
plete independence and asked: 

“Is it really too late for action 
now? 

His appeal for abstention in the 
election followed. 

Nagy previously had announced 
here that he is working with 
former Yugoslav and Bulgarian 
officials to build up a Peasant 
party coalition against the Reds.

IA T. REORGANIZING 
GROUPS INTO ‘WINGS: 


Plan Announced for Bases in 
U. S. and Overseas—Joint 
‘Project Beetle.’ 


Seeking to increase combat punch, 
the Army Air Forces is reorganiz- 
ing its bases in this country and 
overseas. The new A.A.F. pro- 
gram, set up after a two-year sur- 
vey, converts the 16 bases in this 
country and an unannounced 
number overseas into air “wings.” 
Heretofore they have been known 
as “groups.” 

The plan, disclosed yesterday, 
gives. each wing commander con- 
trol of all units at his base—com- 
bat as well as maintenance and 
supply, hospital and any others. 
Up to now, maintenance and sup- 
ply units, for example, have been 
under .direction of service and 
supply headquarters. 

The A.A.F. said a group or- 
dinarily is made up of three or 
four squadrons, with each squad- 
ron having from eight to 20 
planes. It said wings, as previ- 
ously known, consisted of three 
or four groups. 

The A.A.F, added that, besides 
a saving in manpower, the change 
is expected to increase the com- 
bat effectiveness, mobility and 


The A.A.F. announced also that 
the United States and Canada are 
establishing three navigation aid 
stations on the Arctic rim of 
North America to expedite air 
travel, 

The A.A.F., disclosing the joint 
“project beetle,” said the stations 
are expected to be in operation in 
October, They will be equipped 
with long-range navigation facili- 
ties, called Loran. The key sta- 
tion is being set up at Campbell 
lake in northwest Canada. Small- 
stations are situated at Point Bar- 
row, Alaska, and on the south 
coast of Victoria Island, off the 
north coast of Canada. 


ClO LEADER IN SOUTH SCOFFS 
AT CRY OF REDS IN LABOR 


PUEBLO, Colo., Aug. 16 (UP)— 
Van A. Bittner, director of the 
CIO’s southern organizing drive, 
scoffed today at “all this yelling 
about Communism” in American 


labor, 

Bittner, here to address the an- 
nual convention of district 38 of 
the CIO United Steel Workers of 
America, said he was “100 per cent 
against Communists.” He claimed, 
however, that talk about labor in- 
fested with Communists was a 
smoke screen, “Labor is no more 
infested with Communists than the 
church,” he said 

“The thing I'm afraid of in this 
country is Fascism, not Com- 
munism,” Bittner said. He added 
that the Taft-Hartley act Was an 
example of a trend toward Fas- 
cism. 

Bittner, who is vice. president 
of the United Steel Workers, also 
fears “the trend toward increased 
control of industry by the Govern- 
ment.” “Unions are in favor of 
free private enterprise,” he said. 
“But I don’t particularly Mean so- 
called free enterprise. We had en- 
terprise so free under Hoover that 
we all almost starved.” 


ClO PACKERS GET 60 INCREASE 


CHICAGO, Aug. 16 (UP)—The 
threat of a strike at Union Stock- 
yards was removed today when 
CIO United Packing House Work- 
ers accepted a new contract, 
granting them a wage boost of 
6 cents an hour. 

Members of Local No. 44 unani- 
mously voted to accept the terms 
of the new agreement last night. 
Besides the pay boost, the con- 
tract provides for six paid holi- 
days a year and a three-week va- 
cation for employes with 25 years 
of service. The new agreement 
affects 450 employes at the stock- 
yards, It runs until Aug. 11, 1948. 

Milk Up a Cent in Chicago 

CHICAGO, Aug. 16 (AP)-—Milk 
distributed by four Chicaro dai- 
ries will cost 1 cent a quart more 
beginning Monday. The rise will 
put home-delivered milk at 21% 
cents a quart and that bought at 
stores at 19% cents.

MEAT GROUP REPLIES ¢ 
TO) A. p. PRICE SURVEY 


Says Lists Quoted Extreme 
Highs and Ignored Form- 
er Subsidies. 4 
CHICAGO, Aug. 16 (AP)—The 
American Meat Institute, trade 
association of the meat packing 
industry, issued a statement on 
meat prices yesterday in connec- 
tion with an Associated Press sur- 
vey of food, clothing and housing 
prices in 13 principal cities of the 
United States, 

The 500-word statement said in 
part: 

“We have read with great in- 
terest the Associated Press round- 
up on prices. With respect to 
meat prices the survey appears to 
present extremes of high prices 
found in various cities—and not 
the average or advertised prices, 
at which consumers are being of- 
fered meat throughout the coun- 


try considerably below the prices 
quoted. 


“Of even greater importance is 
the fact that the prices shown in 
the survey completely ignore the 
cost of subsidies which were be- 
ing paid in June, 1946, and they 
also overlook heavy black market 
overcharges. .., ” 

Seasonal Shortage of Pork. 

The institute pointed out that 
there always is a seasonal short- 
age of pork in August. 

“In June,” the statement contin- 
ued, “the average retail price of | 
round steak as reported by the - 
Bureau of Labor Statistics for the 
country as a whole was 78 cents. 
The price roundup story gives the 
Chicago round steak price now at 
95 cents per peund. As a matter 
of fact, round steak was being of- 
fered in retail advertisiments ves- 
terday at prices as low as 52 and 
51 cents per pound, 

“Moreover, no consideration was 
given to grades. The 95-cent Chi- 
cago roundsteak price, according 
to the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
was the highest quoted in the 
range of prices at Chicago. The 
lowest B.S. price which was 
readily available was 59 cents. 


“As an indication that highest 
prices were reported completely 
overlooked were such popular 
mea as hamburger 

“Further, the A. P. survey stated 
‘your meat bill has gone up much 
more percentagewise than your 
bread or milk bills.“ Overlooked 
was the fact that the prices of 
various other ,roducts have gone 
up considerably more than most 
all meats, and lard now is cur- 
rently being offered to the public 
at around 19 cents, a drop of more 
‘than 60 per cent from the peak 
after OPA ceilings were removed, 
and less than the OPA ceiling 
price, at which little lard was 
available.” 5 

Reply by Associated Press. 

Associated Press editor's note: 
The A.P. price survey coveredsin 
food eight staple items, including 
in meat the standard items of ba- 
con, pork chops and round steak. 
Hamburger, cheaper than round 
steak, was omitted, as were sir 
loin and porterhouse steaks, more 
expensive. The survey did not at- 
tempt to discuss reasons for any 
of the prices. The prices given 
were spot prices for this week, 
and in the case of meat were well 
above figures for June, quoted by 
the Meat Institute. 

(The Chicago price of 95 cents 
for roundsteak was obtained by 
the Associated Press Chicago 
Bureau from the Meat Institute 
itself. A Chicago chain store 
which earlier in the week adver- 
tised a low price of 51 cents quoted 
it yesterday at 71. Neither high- 
est nor lowest prices were sought 
in the survey, and the Associated 
Press, rather than selecting cost- 
of-living items which had in- 
creased either the most or least, 
covered standard basic items in a 
family budget.)

William, however, did not have 
a major accident until 1941 when 
10 miners were killed after the 
pit was reopened as a wartime 
measure. It had been closed sev- 
eral years. William's daily pro- 
duction was 700 tons, and the 
blast might hamper the Govern- 
ment’s campaign to recruit more 
workers for the pits. 

The blast was the fourth in 
British mines since the pits came 
under public. ownership last Jan. 
1. The previous three killed 26 
men. 

The worst British mine disaster 
on record caused 436 deaths at 
Senthenydd, South Wales, in 1913.

“After the outbreak of 
war in 1939, the Krupp subsidiary 
in the United States, the Nirosta 
Co., continued to demand these 
rights even in respect to royalty- 
free production on American Gov- 
ernment contracts.“ 

Taylor quoted Gustav, whose 
policies Alfried is accused of car- 
rying on, as once saying “even 
the Allied snoopers” failed to no- 
tice how he beat the provisions 
of the 1919 peace treaty and re- 
built Germany's potential for war. 

While Krupp was forwarding 
Hitler’s war aims at home, the 
indictment continued, the concern 
carried on “espionage atrocities.” 
Through its business connections 
in other countries, what informa- 
tion was picked up was passed 
on to the German militarists. 


Propaganda Abroad Charged: 

Krupp indulged, too, in spread- 
ing Nazi propaganda abroad, Tay- 
lor said, with personal letters and 
pamphlets outlining the Nazi view- 
— for foreign industry’s peru- 
sal. 

“As part of a nefarious design,” 
he asserted, “two months before 
the actual invasion of Holland, 
Krupp advised the Foreign Min- 
istry not to awaken suspicion by 
withholding visas and preventing 
inspection of guns on order. which 
e had no intention of deliver- 
ng.” 

The company was also accused 
of withholding war material from 
other intended vietims of the Nazi 


war machine while building up 


intended associates, such as Japan. 

The indictment contended that 
Krupp joined forces with Hitler 
in 1933, constantly contributed 
heavily after that to the point 
where the Fuehrer, in 1943, issued 
a decree that the great Essen 
works would be “preserved” as 
the property of the Krupp fam- 
ily. is was an unusual action 
in a state where everything else 
was subject to confiscation at any 
time. 

Evidence will be presented, Tay- 
lor said, showing an intimate re- 
lationship between Krupp and 
Hitler, Hess, Goering, Mussolini, 
Goebbels, Himmler, Von Ribben- 
trop, Von Blomberg, Bormann, 
Keitel, Reader, Von Mackensen, 
Ley and Sauckel. The Sauckel 
tie-up relates to the use of slave 
labor for which the labor boss 
was hanged in Nuernberg. 


To these politicians Krupp was 
accused of contributing more than 
12,000,000 marks ($4,000,000 at that 
time) between 1933 and 1939. 
Krupp got it back and more by 
running net profits up to 111, 
555,216 marks in 1940, the indict- 
ment said. 

Taylor blamed the Krupp forges 
for the Gustav gun, which shelled 
Sevastopol, the submarine wolf 
packs, scourge of Allied shipping 
and the armament on the Bis- 
marck and the Graf Spee. Krupp 
weapons, he said, were tested in 
actual combat by the Germans in 
Spain. 

The Fuehrer principle was in- 
troduced into Krupp plants as 
early as April 1933, and served 
to promote a war economy, Tay- 
lor said.

OLD GEORGIALAW USED

Governor Orders Hearing for 
7 Men When Grand Jury 
Fails to Act. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Aug. 16 (UP) 
—Gov. Gregg Cherry, acting un- 
der a 52-year-old state anti-lynch- 
ing bill, today ordered a prelimi- 
nary hearing for seven white men 
recently freed by a grand jury in 
the attempted lynching of a Ne 
gro. . 

The Governor acted after the 
Northampton county grand jury 
had failed to indict alleged mem- 
bers a small gang who took 
Godwin Bush from the Jackson 
(N. C.) jail May 23 where he was 
held on a charge of attempting 
to criminally assault a white 
woman. 

The hearing will be held before 
Judge J. Paul Frizzelle in Jack- 
son, Sept. 2. If it develops prob- 
able cause for prosecution against 
the men, they will be brought to 
jury trial in some county adjoin- 
ing Northampton later. 

The 1893 statute empowers a 
solicitor to keep reporting, as 
long as he cares to, lynchings or 
attempted lynchings to grand 
juries of counties adjoining that 
in which the incident occurred. 
It also permits the solicitor to 
order the men to a preliminary 
hearing. 

The Governor invoked the old 
law today after the Northampton 
county grand jury refused to in- 
dict the men. 

Cherry said Solicitor Ernest R. 
Tyler, who first presented evi- 
dence to the grand jury last week, 
would again prosecute the seven 
men, all from Rich Square, N.C. 

Several armed white men took 
the young Negro from the jail in 
Jackson May 23, but he escaped 
and fled into the swaps.

16 (AP)—Violinist Stephan Hero, 
33 years old, was booked at police 
headquarters today on a warrant 
charging him with stealing his 
own two young children from the 
home of his former father-in-law, 
Jose Iturbi,  pianist-conductor. 
Hero was held on $15,000 bond 
— arraignment was set for Mon- 
ay. 

Hero’s arrest in nearby Red- 
lands, where he appeared for a 
concert, marked another round in 
a legal fight over custody of his 
daughters, Maria Teresa, 10, and 
Maria Antonio, 9, whose mother 
fatally shot herself in the Iturbi 
home here last year in a period 
of despondency. 

The warrant was issued follow- 
ing a complaint signed recently 
by Iturbi, who was in Paris when 
Hero took the children from the 
pianist’s home last June 10 and 
flew them to New York. 

At that time Hero¢sald thé chil- 
dren had been “unhappy in their 
grandfather’s home.” 

In August 1939 Iturbi’s daugh- 
ter, Maria Iturbi Hero, sued Hero 
for separation on non-support 
grounds. A year later, a settle- 
ment was reached, Hero to care 
for the children three months a 


year, 

In January 1941 Mrs. Hero 
gained full custody over her 
daughters and in November 1942 
she sued for divorce, alleging non- 
support. On March 17, 1943, Iturbi 
petitioned for full custody of the 
children on the grounds his 
daughter was not “the proper per- 
son” to have charge of them. 

Later an out-of-court agreement 
was reached whereby Mrs, Hero 
retained legal custody of the chil- 
dren but they were to live in 
Iturbi's home. 5 

Following Mrs. Hero’s death, 
the children lived in the Iturbi 


: home with Hero until the latter 


took them to New York. 

Hero told reporters today that 
the charges are “absolutely ridicu- 
lous.” He added that when he 
took the children to New York he

Jones and a second Negro, Al- 
bert Harris, 17 years old, were 
taken from the Minden jail by a 
group of white men after the Ne- 
groes had been arrested and heile 
for investigation in connection 
with a reported attempt to enter 
a white woman’s home. 

Subsequently Jones's bullet- 
riddled body was found near a 
bayou and close to the spot where 
Harris, who had heen beaten and 
left for dead, was found. The lat 
ter testified in a federal court 
trial of six men who later were 
charged with depriving the Ne 
groes of their civil rights. All six 
were acquitted. 

The widow's suit, filed in Web- 
ster parish (county), asks for 
damages from the sheriff or his 
surety for failing to safeguard 
the prisoner properly.

HE way one prepares tomatoes 

makes all the difference in the 

world in how they appear and 
taste when served either raw or 
cooked. Thinly sliced ones are 
never so attractive to the eye and 
palate as thick ones, and tomatoes 
prepared by gouging out the flesh 
to obtain cups for stuffed salad 
never are so appealing as cutting 
the tomato up and down into five 
or six sections, leaving the sec- 
tions firmly attached at the bot- 
tom and spread apart at the top 
to provide hollows for the salad. 
The ideal method of slicing is to 
remove the core neatly in a cone 
shap shave off the blossom 
speck neatly, then cut crosswise 
in half. Tomatoes should be han- 
dled in preparation as little as pos- 
sible to keep the juice from leak- 
ing out and to preserve the shape 
and freshness. Don’t sprinkle new 
tomatoes with salt until ready t6 


eat or cook because salt quickly

T the beginning of most hands, 
the declarer must feel his way, 
using only a tentative plan. 
When the ninth or tenth trick is 
reached, however, he should have 
a pretty sound idea of how to con- 
tinue. Yet, time and again we see 
lapses at the very finish. Observe 
this case: 
South, dealer. 
East-West vulnerable. 
Match-point duplicate.

Seuth K 


1 spade — 
Pats 


North 
2 spades Pase 
Pass 
West, for reasons best known 
to himself, opened the club ace. 
Probably taken aback at dummy’s 
unexpected club strength, he then 
made the good shift to the heart 
king, following this with a second 
heart lead. t won, cashed a 
third heart trick, and led a fourth 
round, which placed declarer in a 
highly embarrassing position. 
After long study he made ‘what 
should have turned out to be @ 
very happy guess; he ruffed with 
the spade jack. West, who had 
discarded one club on the third 
heart, over-ruffed and ‘returned 
a club. Declarer won with the 
jack and cashed the king, discard- 
ing a diamond, and then took the 
diamond finesse to the queen. It 
held and the ace was cashed, 
East's king falling. 


Now declarer was in a position 
to bring home his two-spade con- 
tract (which would have given 
his side a good match-point 
score), but his foot slipped. Ob- 
viously on the hope that he would 
find the spade ten underneath 
the queen-nine, he led his remain- 
ing diamond and, when West cow 
ered, ruffed with dummy’s nine 
spot. It held, but this did him 
little good, since East still had 
to be given a trump for the set- 
ing trick, 

Since declarer’s play was pred! 
cated on West’s holding the spade 
ten, and since the rest of the 
tricks could obviously not be tak- 
en if East had four trumps at 
this stage, it should have been 
simple for declared to lay down 
the spade ace and then play @& 
low spade to the queen. If it de 
veloped that declarer’s hope re 
garding the ten-spot was fulfilled, 
the nine would draw East's last 
trump and the club queen would 
account for the fulfilling trick.
